Ge A plen is being prepared for the reconstruction of shipyards at Fiume and 
the resumption of shipbuilding, Tae plen is being carried out by Eacineor 
Eyoegovich who has at his disposition between tvo and three bi) lion dinars 

and about 25,000,000 lire. He would like to use lire for the pyychese of cranes, 
iron plates, and manesmat tubes. At prasent the shipyarés are doing’ only repair 
work, including repairs to moles and breakwaters. About 75 percent of the shine 
yerd buildings were destroyed during the war with about 19 to 15 percent having 
teen rebuilt. it ia estimated thet 40 percent ef the machinory was desseurud 
but every salvagable machine has now been repaired. There ta a 4,000 ton ship 
in the yarde which was begun during the italian regime. Plans for this ship 
have been modified go often that Yugoslav engineers are unwilling to accept 
respongibllity for completing it; henee, work on this ship has been suspended 
indefinitely. Cons*ruction of ships new will be expensive; engineers believe 
the eoet foreach ship will be atout three or four times as great as in Britieh 
shipyards. The high cost of materials and unskilled lebor are cited as en exe 
planation o?. the difference in eost. The shipyards are also producing tron 
bridge conmbrcsCion material, large gasoline tanks, crenes, end other heavy 
iron equipment. 


Construction of Yugosiav Patrol Vessels 


the Tvornioa Uskotracueg Materiala factory in Zagreb received orders from the 
vermans in 1944 to build 12 vedettss. Plans for theae vessele were drawa up by 
me of the top Yugoslav naval architects, Encineer Jurica Stipetioh, now emp Lay~ 
ed in the Quernaro shipyards at Fiues. Althouch material was initially aveilable 
only one vedette has been sven partially completed. The othora will probably not 
be completed sinee machinery end materials were removed. Specificatious fer the 
vedettes are: two 30 horsepower MAN diesel engines, about 14 to 16 Cine, GHO 
uoter draft in order to enable the craft to travel from Balgrade to Susak who 
the water was shallow, a crtiking apeod of 16 knots an hour, 1 wachine gun im 
front end a emell caliber gun in rear. Plane for the construction of the vedettes 
ore at Navy headquarters in Split. 


sow Electrical Equipment Factory in Zegreb | 
fnew factory for the constructicn of electrical equipment is being built in 

whe Kustasija District in Zagreb. The exact location is not designated exsept 
thas the feetory can be acen fros: tho Z4areobeL jubl jana railroad line and is 
located on the north side of the track. The factory will be a branch of the 
Siemens concern which haa heen tekex ever by the Government and ig now callsd 
"Rade Koneara". New buildings are alingst finished and coma machinery has already 
arrived, principally fron lungery whore 1¢ was removed from a factory. The 
Yugoslavs expect to obtain the remainder of the machinery from Italy and Gero 
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
